“Palm Canyon is a_ fantastically 
beautiful spot. The palms that live 
there—quite to the bewilderment not 
only of the traveler coming on them 
from the desert, but also, it appears, 
to the geologist and botanist —are 
enormous. They are estimated to be' 
500 years old. A mountain stream 
which is there is not like other 
streams any more than the palms are 
like other trees; for its waters are 
warm and sulphurous, and very queer 
things, of course, grow in it.
